Foundation  For  Economic  Education 


A weekend  of  stimulating  discussions  by  visiting  foun- 
ders and  staff  of  The  Foundation  for  Economic  Education 
(FEE)  was  just  concluded  at  Avila. 

The  Foundation  was  founded  in  1946  as  a nonpolitical 
and  nonprofit  educational  institution  to  combat  the 
prevailing  trend  toward  state  intervention  in  human  affairs. 
FEE's  method  is  to  study  and  explain  the  alternative  to 
intervention:  the  free  market,  private  property,  limited 
government  concepts,  and  the  moral  and  spiritual  prin- 
ciples on  which  this  country  was  founded. 

Seminars  are  designed  to  offer  an  introduction  to  the 
phil  osophy  of  government  and  the  Austrian  School"  ap- 
proach to  economics.  FEE  seminars  are  specifically 
designed  for  those  who  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  most 
productive  approach  to  economic  problems  is  through  the 
study  of  individual  human  action  — that  is,  the  study  of  why 
and  how  men  act  in  the  exchange  of  their  goods  and  ser- 
vices. 

Speakers  were  Leonard  E.  Read,  Dr.  George  C.  Roche,  III, 
and  Reverend  Edmund  Opitz.  Mr.  Read,  founder  and 
president  of  the  Foundation  is  a prominent  author  and 
lecturer.  Dr.  Roche,  former  professor  of  history  and  moral 
philosophy  at  Colorado  School  of  Mines  is  an  outstanding 
scholar,  speaker,  and  author.  Reverend  Opitz  is  an  or- 
dained minister  and  the  author  of  several  articles,  pam- 
phlets, and  books.

On  April  1 , 1 970  progress  was 
again  stopped  by  another  strike,  this  time  for  five  months. 
Finally  on  February  18,  the  students  were  able  to  make  the 
transition  from  temporary  quarters  to  the  new  dormitory. 

While  the  last  of  the  debris  is  being  cleaned  up,  work 
progresses  on  the  landscaping,  parking  lot,  and  tennis 
courts.
